Hera, in a few «imple steps, 
Is how the homeowner can get 
r better night’a sleep—and save 
money on his water end fuel 
bills at the same time. 
The first step of course, is to 
turn off the water. In most 
modern 
homes, 
a 
"ahut-olf* 
valva for both tha hot and cold 
water faucets ia located just 
under the fixture where the sup* 
ply line comes out of the wall. 
No “»hut-off” valva? Then 
shut off the main water valve, 
usually located near tha water 
meter. 
Trying to take a faucet apart 
without turning tha water off 
first produces soms pretty spec­ 
tacular r esu lts — and

mighty irritated hou sew ives 
who have to mop up the mess! 
After shutting off the water, 
open 
the drippy

That was not a night for sight­ 
seeing. But the temple has haunt­ 
ed me ever since, and 1 long lo

1 want tu see it 
again when the mimosa trees are 
in bloom, decking the city with 
great willowy plumes of pure go.d.

Africa, Casablanca included, none 
can hold a candle to Marrakech, 
that peerless Arab metropolis at 
the fool of the snow-capoed Atlas 
Mountains

meets the snow." 
It is a city of rosy-red buildings
